Ritter Offers Resolutions, 


On motion it was unanimously voted to 
refer the above communication to the investi- 
gating committee.

CANDIDATES BECOMING PLENTIFUL. 


Democrats Talk of Nominating a Successor 
to Fill Judge Shepard’s Vacant Seat. 

Those of the Democratic leadérs who have 
not gone fishing talk as if the convention 
that will meet to nominate a candidate-for 
the vacancy on the Superior Court bench 
will also nominate a candidate to take Judge 
Shepard’s place. They say the law passed 
by the Legislature changing ths time of the 
election to select a successor to Judge Shep- 
ard until a year from this fall is unconsti- 
tutional. No doubt the average Democratic 
politician is well versed in constitutional 
law, but the people will prefer having the 
Supreme Court settle the question. 


“I cannot say the result was unexpected. 
It is not, however, what I hoped for or de- 
sired, but it is not the end of the matter.“ 

Will you advertise again for bids?” 

It is too early to answer that question yet. 
I want time to think this matter over. I can 
say in a general way I will let each day take 
care of itself. All the warrants will be sold 
and for their face value. I will not attempt 
to say how, but I think there are Eastern 
people who will gladly take them. Speyer

Chicago bankers were not at all surprised 
there were no local bids for the warrants.

THE COUNTY BOARD’S INVESTIGATION. 
Nhe County Commissioners have begun the 
work of investigating the condition of the 
Insane Asylum at Dunning. With them are 
associated several other persons, who will 
form part of the court of inquiry. Exactly 
what the status of the latter may be does 
not fully appear., They may have Been 
summoned to give expert information, to 
make suggestions of an advisory nature, or, 
on the other hand, some of them may befog 
the investigation and defeat its purpose, 
which in the present divided, distracted, 
and antagonistic condition of the board 
would not be difficult of accomplishment. 
At the very outset the board is confronted 
with a difference as to the methods of inves- 
tigation and with an array of personal 
charges which do not promise well for har- 
mony of action or for a final outcome in 
which the public can have implicit confi- 
dence. The majority of the members, fol- 
lowing the lead of the President of the 
board, demand that the investigation shall 
be made by the whole board, with whom 
shall be associated the outside persons al- 
ready spoken of, thus making an unneces- 
sarily large and cumbersome committee of 
investigation. The minority demand that 
the investigation shall be made by the reg- 
ular subcommittee in charge of the asylum 
at Dunning. The outlook, therefore, for a 
rigid and exhaustive investigation is not a 
promising one. Mr. Healy has stated more 
than once that the administration at Dun- 
ning was never cleaner, more honest or prac- 
tically effective than it is now, and the ma- 
jority of the board shares this opinion. 
Some of the outside persons whom he has in- 
vited have already made public reports to 
their organizations or expressed themselves 
in interviews on the same lines as President 
Healy. On the other hand, the minority of 
the board has strong convictions as to the 
maladministration of affairs at the asylum 
and has shown no reluctance to the expres- 
sion of them with vigorous emphasis. 
Meanwhile, to add to the complications 
surrounding this proposed investigation, 
charges and counter charges of boodling in 
contracts are flying backwards and for- 
wards among the Commissioners them- 
selves, and direct assertions of political ap- 
pointments, conspiracies, and manipulations 
are made in the most outspoken manner. 
To the public, therefore, which knows noth- 
ing and cares nothing for the partisan rival- 
ry of factions, the Board of County Com- 
missioners, in its present condition, will ap- 
pear a most unfit body for the investigation 
of any institution over which it has had 
charge. As to the outcome of the investi- 
gation, it has the liberty of hoping that if 
the attendants at Dunning, placed there as 
rewards for dirty partisan work, have been 
guilty of brutality and murder, they will 
be held responsible; that if the administration 
of the asylum has been grossly extravagant, 
corrupt, and dishonest, it, too, will be held re- 
“+ Sponsible; and that if any of the County 
Commissioners shall be found guilty of 


} boodling they will be exposed, indicted, and 
sent to the penitentiary. Wulle the public, 


will hope for this it will not be overconfi- 
dent. It will be more likely to expect a wran- 

tigators, a long drawn 
out inquiry for the shah ea ot tiring the 
public, and finally a handsome coat of white- 
wash. 

Fortunately, the County Board cannot pass 
upon the murder of Pucik so far as it af- 
fects the fate of Gough and Anderson.

TOILERS OF FIFTY YEARS 400. 

A book entitled Labor and Other Capi- 
tal,“ by Edward Kellogg, was published in 
the winter of 1848-40 in New York City. It 
is interesting for its statements of the con- 
ditions prevailing in the Eastern States 
about half a century ago. The author says 
the industrious poor, as a class, did not ob- 
tain even a competence. They did not re- 
ceive their share of production, and the 


wealth was not distributed in accordance 


with either the physical or the mental use- 
fulness of those who obtained it. The 
wealth of this nation was rapidly accumu- 
lating in the hands of a comparatively few 
persons in our large cities. The author estl- 
' mated that 150,000 men in the United States 
owned as much real and personal property 
as did all the rest of the 30 millions of peo- 
ple, they and their families constituting but 
one in forty of the entire population. He 
complained that there was usually an ap- 
parent overstock of goods and products for 
which there was no ready market, houses 
that would not sell or rent, manufactured 
goods lying in the stores and which could 
not be sold for the cost of making, and labor 
out of employment. Increased facility of 
production by the labor-saving machines 
that had been introduced since the beginning 
of the century seemed to increase the num- 
ber and multiply the wants of those who 
lived in idle luxury instead of affording the 
desired relief to actual producers. And 
much if not most of this trouble is stated to 
have been due to the lack of a good money 
system. The unfair distribution of wealth 
is caused by an unjust legal standard of dis- 
tribution, and distribution is regulated and 
effected by the standard of value, which 1s 
money.“ 

It may be observed that these plaints 
about money were made at a time when, ac- 
cording to the free silver extremists of to- 
day, the people of the United States were en- 
joying all the benefits of free coinage, with 
the silver dollar as the undisputed currency 
unit. But Mr. Kellogg thought he saw the 
imperative necessity of doing something 
“to prevent capital from taking too large a 
proportion of the products of labor.” He 
sought to justify his position by drawing a 
picture of the misery and injustice prevail- 
ing in his day, and if that picture was not an 
exaggerated one the conditions of the class- 
es who were willing to work for wages half 
a century ago was much worse than any- 
thing that has been experienced in the last 
ten years or the last twenty-five years. So 
his book supports the deduction from sta- 
tistics that things have grown better since 
he wrote instead of getting worse. 

Kellogg reasoned that a reduction of the 
rates of interest for the use of money would 
cure most of the evils he pictured in his 
book. That reduction has been effected. 
But it is interesting to note that the change 
has come about in a very different Ly from 
that proposed by him, and that his 
contained no encouragement to the free 
silverites of today. He wanted the money 
of the country to be paper, based on land, 
and tried to prove by the following line of 
argument that we could dispense with Both 
gold and silver: “If coins of base metal were 
endowed by law with the properties of 
money—that is were made representatives 
of actual value, capable of accumulating in- 
terest and a public tender for debts—they 
would answer every purpose of money 
equally well with coins of pure metal. They 
could represent; measurc, accumulate; and 
exchange property, and these are the sole 
properties and uses of money. Therefore 
they would be money.“ He adds that these 
pawers given to any convenient material by 
Congressional enactment will qualify it fer 
a medium of exchange, and in every par- 
ticular constitute it money.“ 

These vagaries compare well with those 
put forth in the present day by agitators 
for flat paper currency and for a debased 
silver monometallism which is wanted by 
the Populists only as a half way step to the 
flat paper they claim to believe would bea 
panacea .for.all the financial ills that affliet 
the body politic and the great mass of the 
individuals who compose it. But there is 
this importance difference. The world 
should be wiser now than it was when Kellogg 
wrote. As a whole it is so, but the fellows 
who prate near the close of this century 
that free silver and fiat paper would make 
people rich, and falsify statements about 
fact to prove the necessity of the change, 
are no wiser than he, while they cannot 
plead that they live in the times of ignorance 
which God once _overlooked. ” 

THE SUICIDE MANIA. 

The record of Sunday suicides in Chicago 
was most extraordinary. Seven persohs, 
five men and two women, made the attempt 
to end their lives, and five of them succeed- 
ed, The youngest of the group of unfortu- 
nates was a girl of 18.

In two-thirds of reported cases the 
pistol and poison are the agencies in use. 
Last year there were 1,729 cases of poison- 
ing to 1,504 of shooting. This year, to date, 
the poisoning cases exceed the shooting, 
being 1,218 to 1,161, The extraordinary in- 
crease, Which has taken place only during 
the last two years, apart from the pathetic 
side of it, for poisoning is the most agoniz- 
ing of alk forms of death, shows the ease 
with which self-murderers are able to pro- 
cure poisons, and argues that some more 
stringent restrictions should be placed upon 
their sale by druggists.

THE DENVER ER EXPLOSION. 

The boiler explosion and fire in the Gumry 
Hotel at Denver Sunday night was one of 
the most fatal accidents that have occurred 
on land in several years past. The building 
collapsed as the result of an explosion, and 
By 
far the greater number of these were killec 
instantly, and, with the exception of a few 
who’ were rescued, the rest were slowly 
burned to death. About twenty persons lost 
their lives. 

The loss of life and wrenexty was increased 
by the interference of electric wires. They 
obstructed the firemen. This is only one of 
many instances of inconvenience arising 
from electric wires strung above ground in 
the cities, and it ought to furnish another 
argument for placing all such wires un- 
derground. There has been no lack 
of arguments thus far, but they have 
not been effectual to put the wires where 
they belong. To the more simple telegraph 
and telephone wires of a few years ago we 
now have added the cables which carry far 
more powerful currents for electric lighting 
and trolley wires for the transmission of 
motor force to street railway systems, and 
all are very much in the way when a big fire 
is to be dealt with. 

As usual, the cause of the explosion must 
be set down to carelessness, which in this 
instance appears to have been criminal. 
The engineer, who is only 17 years old, and 
therefore too young to warrant him with 
having so grave a responsibility, is stated to 
have been drunk when he went on duty,“ 
and to have been in the habit of neglecting 
his work. It is said he turned a large quan- 
tity of cold water into the boilers and then 
left the building before the explosion oc- 
curred. The truth or falsehood of these 
statements must be made the subject of a 
searching investigation, and if criminal care- 
lessness be proven it must be punished. 
The explosion also emphasizes the danger 
of putting steam boilers in the basements 
of large buildings, where an explosion neces- 
sarily will sacrifice many lives. It is a risk 
that ought not to be assumed, and probably 
one that will be avoided in well-constructed 
buildings in the future. 


DEATH OF LEONARD W. VOLE. 

Closely following the loss of the lamented 
Dr. Root to the world of music comes the an- 
nouncement of the death of an industrious 
worker in another department of art—Leon- 
ard W. Volk, the well-known local sculptor. 
Mr. Volk had been a resident of Chicago 
since 1857 and his first serious art work was 
begun here. His previous studies had led 
p to this. His fa was a marble-cutter 
Massachusetts and the son worked in the 
shop, getting thereby valuable practical ex- 
perience for his future career. He began 
modeling in clay in St. Louis in 1848, and 
about that. time Stephen A. Douglas, his 
wife’s cousin, recognizing his ability, sent 
him to Italy and assisted him to study. He 
was a faithfal, diligent worker and made 
such progress in his art that when he came 
to Chicago a*few years later he began life- 
size statues, his first one being that of his 
patron, Judge Douglas, the original of which 
was destroyed in the great fire. The work 
which made him best known was his bust of 
Lincoln, for which he had life sittings. It is, 
we believe, the only face of Mr. Lincoln 
made from life. It was loaned to St. Gau- 
dens for his life-size statue in Lincoln Park 
and it has also been both utilized and stolen 
by other artists for similar purposes. Mr. 
Volk was not a genius. He was rather a 
sculptor of fine talent with special facilities 
for portrait work, and in this line he has 
been of great service to Chicago and to the 
State of Illinois. He has preserved in endur- 
ing form the features of Douglas, Lincoln, 
Keep, Dr. Brainard, Bishop Fowler, David 
Davis, Thomas B. Bryan, Leonard Swett, 
Elihu B. Washburne, Gen. Shields, and many 
other citizens of Chicago and the State. He 
rarely ventured to execute works of the 
fancy or imagination, his practical talent 
leading him to the execution of portrait 
busts. or full figures, in which line he had 
great facility. He will thus leave behind 
him many enduring memorials of his skill. 
Mrs. Volk died a few months ago, but he 
leaves a son, Douglas, who has made his 

mark among the young American painters. 


RUSSIAN THISTLE SPREADING. 

It is reported that the Russian thistle has 
been found growing in Lake, Porter, and La 
Porte Counties, Indiana. There is no doubt 
as to identity, as samples of the weed 
brought from Dakota for comparison show 
it to be the same pest that has spread so 
rapidly in the Northwest in the last,year or 
two. The seeds from which the thistles in 
Northwestern Indiana have sprung are sup- 
posed to have been dropped along the lines 
of railroads from through grain cars. The 
thistles in Indiana are only about half- 
grown, and a united effort is to be made to 
exterminate them before the time of seed- 
bearing would develop each plant into an 
engine of mischief in the crop season of next 
year. There should be no exception to this 
rule; .Everybody should be impressed 
with the necessity of exterminating a Rus- 
sian thistle when he sees one, The fight 
should be fought toa finish. No better mode 
of extermination is known than by fire. _The 
plant should We burned, and the roots 
should be dug up and burned. It takes but 
a very few years for the thistle to ruin a 
whole country side when once it obtains a 
footing there, as it spreads with alarming 
rapidity and never ceases to spread till it has 
killed off all other vegetation, When the 
weed gets ripe it breaks off at the ground 
and rolls over the land in a huge ball, drop- 
ping its seeds as it moves before the wind. 

The farmers of Illfmois, Iowa, Michigan, 
and Ohio should be on the lookout against 
the incursions of the Russian thistle. If 
the seeds have been carried from Dakota to 
Indiana by rail and there dropped on the 
ground it hardly can be hoped that the

performed in Chicago cheaply and in a way 
that is otherwise acceptable to the citizens. 
The wait has been a long one and the re- 
form will be all the more welcome when it 
comes. 
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NEARLY eighty years ago David Ricardo 
wrote that the natural price of all commodi- 
ties excepting raw produce and labor has 
a tendency to decline in the progress of 
wealth and population. He made the point 
that any increase in the cost of labor (per 
unit of time) or raw material is more than 
counterbalanced by the improvements in 
machinery, the-better division and distri- 
bution of labor, and by the increasing skill 
of the producers. This is accurately true 
today, provided the expression “raw ma- 
terial“ be used with its true meaning. A 
vast quantity of material is classed in the 
census-and other réturns as raw when in 
reality it had had much labor expended upon 
it, being finished product“ to one set of 
producers. For instance, the same piece of 
leather is finished product to the tanner and 
raw material to the men who make boots 
and shoes. Ricardo was able to grasp the 
truth in regard to the lessening of prices 
by improvements in machinery, etc., which 
make the unit of labor more effective than 
it otherwise could be, though he could not 
foresee the tremendous strides that would 
be taken in that development of effective- 
ness before the end of the century in which 
he wrote. It is reserved to a set of foolish 
fellows in the ranks of the silver extremists 
of today to allege that the observed decrease 
in prices of many commodities is evidence 
that “gold has appreciated” in value, when 
they know well that the unit of labor is in- 
creasing in value as measured on the gold 
basis.

tive and Congenial Employment to Gen- 
tlewomen Thrown on Their Own Re- 
sources=Supplies Women Guides Com- 
petent to- Transact All Kinds of Busi- 
ness or Direct Tours=Furnishes Teach- 
ers, Chaperons, and Managers. 

A society started in London some years 
ago, which has met with decided success, is 
called the Lady Guides’ Association.” 
The members are gentlewomen who have 


compelled to earn their livings. Besides 
suppplying them with suitable positions, it 
fills a want long felt by the public. The fol- 
lowing account of the association lately ap- 
peared in Home Notes: 

Women who are accomplished, but who 
have had no business training, may be glad 
to hear that nowadays even accomplish- 
ments have a marketable value. In too 
many cases teaching is slavery and requires 
an education which the girls of whom I am 
thinking as I write do not possess. Daugh- 
ters of parents in moderate circumstances, 
brought up with the idea that they will 
never need to earn their own living, too 
often, through sickness or other misfortune, 


without the faintest idea how to earn an 
honest penny. 

It was to fulfill the twofold object of help- 
ing these, and supplying a want long felt by 
persons traveling in parts to which they are 
strangers, that Miss Edith Davies in 1888 
first opened the offices of The Lady Guide 
Association,“ Here, for a small fee, com- 
missions of all kinds are undertaken, from 
the matching of a yard of ribbon to the ar- 
ranging of a continental tour. The idea was 
a good one, and has widened and deepened 
until now there is hardly anything it does 
not include. 

The guldes are ladies both by birth and 
education, and are divided into three classes 
according to their abilities. A first-class 
guide may earn as much as £3 a week, but 
this means, besides a close acquaintance 
with languages, a good all-around knowl- 
edge of places and people and some idea of 
domestic management. The second and 
third class certificates are granted propor- 
tionately, but in each case the same restric- 
tion is made. Gentlewomen only are ad- 
mitted into the association, and these must 
be introduced by members. 

Typists, shorthand writers, teachers of 
foreign languages, all are supplied by this 
valuable association. Nor ü is it only to the 
metropolis that their uséfulness is confined. 
They will accompany you anywhere, parties 
of not more than six ladies being taken un- 

er the care of one of these guides. The idea 
immediately suggests itself that the addi- 
tional outlay necessary to secure their serv- 
ices must more than exceed the saving 
effected by them. This is not so. All you 
have to do is to mention whether you wish 
to travel by bus or cab, and all is arranged 
proportionately. 

But it is not only as “guides” ure and 
simple that these ladiesact. Ladies desiring 
to entertain fashionably may have all ar- 
ranged for them by the guides, who in turn 
will also act as chaperons, governesses, or 
companions if cccasion arisez. Lady florists 
just starting in business finding themselyes 
unble to cope with the unexpected difficulties 
which may arise, need no longer despair. All 
this is within the range of the association, 
and many a business now flourishing in our 
large towns owes its life to the Lady Guide 
Association. 

Nor is there any unifom in connection with 
the association to vex the eye of the ems 
ployer.. The only distinctive badge worn is 
a bracelet bearing the name and address of 
the office, while each guide caries with her 
— certificate of the class to which she be- 
ongs. 


Women as Financiers. 

Women have now invaded so many depart- 
ments of business life and are occupying 
successfully so many places of importance 
in all manner of industries and enterprises 
that one is hardly surprised at hearing of 
their achievements in any direction. But ff 
the average man might suppose that there 
was yet one department of commercial ac- 
tivity which woman has not prospected it is 
most likely he would think it was that of 
finance and the management of financial in- 
etitutions. Woman is usually credited by 
man with being somewhat weak in this di- 
rection. But that is only one other of man’s 
mistakes about woman. In the forthcom- 
ing report to Congress of the Controller of 
the Currency there will be a chapter on 
woman's interest and activity in financial 
affairs that will greatly surprise many peo- 
ple. It will show that there are several 
very able women bank Presidents in this 
country, a Jarge number of women directors 
of financial institutions, a very large number 
of women employed in subordinate places in 
such institutions, and a surprising number 
of women who own stock in banks and take 
a lively interest in their affairs. 

The West, as usual, makes the greatest 
showing in this matter as in most others 
concerning the ascendency of woman. Sev- 
eral national banks in the West have women 
Presidents and many others have women oc- 
cupying places of trust and great responsi- 
bility. All over the country there are finan- 
cial institutions of one kind and another 
that number women on the Beard of Direct- 
ors. The Controller's statistices will not be 
made public in detail for some weeks yet, 
but some notable facts and figures are given 
in recent reports. In whatever places of 
trust women have so far been employed they 
have shown themselves particularly shrewd 
and altogether discreet and trustworthy. 
They are proof against most of the tempta- 
tions that cause men to fall from grace when 
intrusted with the handling of other people’s 
money, and have proved conscientious and 
faithful. 

According to the Controller's last report 
967 women were then employed in national 
and State banks, but since that time the 
number has been very largely increased. At 
that time 1,733,772 shares of stock in nation-

EX-JUSTICE WILLIAM STRONG IS DEAD 


Venerable Jurist Passes Away as the Re- 
sult of an Accident. 


Lake Minnewaska, N. I., Aug. 19—[Spe- 
cial.]—William Strong, ex-Associate Justice 
of the Supreme Court of the United States, 
died here at 2:10 o'clock this afternoon. 

Since his arrival here Judge Strong has lain 
in a semi-comatvse state, from which he ral- 
lied only at intervals. Yesterday he had a 
stroke of paralysie, which affected the left 
side; He aiso suffered a recurrence of the 
catarrhal fever, which has affeoted him for a 
long time, and remained unconscious until 


death ensued. 

It was eighty-seven years May 6, 1895, 
since Justice William Strong of the United 
States Supreme Court was born at Somers, 
Conn. A few days later in May of this yeur, 
at his house in Washington, D. C., Judge 
Strong met with the accident which was the 
immediate cause of his death. While going 
from his bedroom to his library the venerabie 
jurist made a misstep and teil headlong down 
a flight of steps, receiving injuries which ren- 
dered him unconscious for nearly a week. 
Finally he recovered sufficiently to be re- 
moved to this spot, a favorite summer resort 
for years. 

Justice Strong was the son of a Presby- 
terian clergyman, the eldest of eleven chil- 
dren, four of whom are still living, one son 
and three daughters; all above the scriptural 
limit of three-score and ten. 

Following his father, Justice Strong was 
graduated at Yale College and subsequently 
went to Philadelphia, where he taught school 
and practiced law. There he was admitted to 
the bar, whence, after which, he removed to 


Reading, 
several terins he was a Congressman from the 
Reading District and was Judge of the Su- 
preme Court of Pennsyivania. This position 
he resigned in 1870. President Grunt ap-

Had he remained in the surviving fac- 
tion the claim would have been paid long 
ago, Mr. Mitchell says. 

The fighting was not confined to the Proc- 
ter claim, for Beauregard F. Mosely, who 
was appointed receiver last Tuesday by 
Judge Goggin, caused much trouble by his 
threat to close up the whole meeting if any 
business was transacted. As no one was al- 
lowed to enter the hall who was not an au-

TO BEGIN NEW WATER TUNNELS, 


Bids for the Land Portions Will Be Ad- 
vertised For This Week. 

Commissioner Kent and City Engineer 
Jackson conferred together last night on 
plans for the new water tunnels and decided 
that everything would be in readiness to au- 
vertise for bids for diggmg the land tunnels 
by Thursday. Bids for the lake portion of 
the main tunnel are being received already 
and will be openea some day this week. 

That portion of the work now under consid- 
eration includes the main line from the lake 
west toa point between Austin avenue and 
Sangamon street and two branches, one in a 
southwesterly direction to Rockwell street 
or near there and some point about half 
way between Madison and Harrison streets; 
the other in a northwesteriy direction to Hum- 
boldt Park and beyond as far as Fullerton 
avenue. This main tunnel will be 6,840 feet 
long, the southWestern branch about three 
miles, and the northwestern nearly four miles. 
They wil! be dug eighty feet below the surface. 
The main one is to beten feet in diameter and 
the branches eight feet. 

The ordinance passed June 24 directing 
this improvement to be made authorized the 
Commissioner to carry the southwest tunnel 
to Garfield boulevard and West Forty-sixth 
street, or any point near there he might se- 


lect. Having discovered it would be 
necessary to’ go through rock all 
the way from Sangamon street west 


Mr. Kent has decided to stop at or near 
Rockwell street and thus save what both he 
and Mr, Jackson consider an unnecersary ex- 
penditure of $600,000. They say a pump- 
ing station at Rockwell street will easily sup- 
ply the territory involved through diskribut- 
ing pipes. The northwestern branch will go 
through rock nearly its entire length. 

It is proposed to sink the initial shaft in 
the little park at the junction of Cass and 
Chestnut streets, but the work will be let in 


three sections. The estimated cost 
of the land © tunnels is placed at 
$2,000,000. The cost of the 


intake, crib, pumping stations, and machinery 
will bring this figure, so it is estimated, up to 
something like $3,500,000, 

But, said the Commissioner, before all 
the distributing mains are in and the entire 
improvement is fully completed the total out- 
lay will reach 85, 000.000.“ The pumping 
stations for the new service will be located at 
the extreme ‘outer ends of the two branch 
tunnels. The crib will be placed two miles 
out in the lake and a little to the northeast of 
what is known as the Chicago avenue crib,

ROOSEVELT SAYS SALOONS ARE CLOSED 


Twenty-one Violators of the Excise Law Are 
Indicted. 

New York, Aug. 19.—[Special.]—Theodore 
Roosevelt is satisfied the excise law was gen- 
erally obeyed in New York Sunday. In his 
statement to the public given out today he 
asserts that of 700 saloons he personally in- 
spected yesterday 651 were sealed. Mr. 
Roosevelt says it was only the small fry who 
defied him, the rich rumsellers having come 
in out of the wet. 

Despite Mr. Roosevelt's confidence inves- 
tigators who claim to know say that 40 per 
cent of the New York saloons sold liquor 
Sunday—not with a brass band accompani- 
ment, but they sold it.

At 
12:13 yesterday the night watchman at the 
railroad crossing saw names bursting out 
from the roof of the building, and turned in 
an alarm. Just before the nremen arrived 
there was a loud explosion, Which blew out 
the front of the candy store. The Bartons 
kept gasoline in the rear of the store for a 
small stove used to cook milk for making ice 
cream. 

Mrs. Barton believes that the building was 
set on fire by two men who came down the 
secret stairs from the museum above during 
the afternoon, pretending to be lost. 

The motive for the fire and the identity of 
the incendiaries will probably go down with 
the other mysteries of the castle.

These policies are each 
for $5,000. 

At the time of the first fire on the Holmes 
Building, Aug. 13, 1893, insurance was car- 
ried in the three companies named for $5,000 
each, and also in the Hartford for $5,000 and 
the Insurance Company of North America 
for $3,000, These policies were originally 
issued to Hiram S. Campbell, and in certain 
of the policies were assigned to Campbell, 
Yates & Co. The property was transferred 
by Hiram 8, Campbell, in whose name it had 
been held, to Campbell, Yates & Co. March 
14, 1893. The policy of the Liverpool and Lon- 
don and Globe was not issued until April 5, 
1893, or nearly a month after the transfer of 
the property, but it was issued, notwith- 
standing, to Hiram S. Campbell. When the 
fire occurred Holmes made out proofs of loss, 
which he sent to all of the companies inter- 
ested, and asked for a settlement. The com- 
panies refused to pay to anyone except to 
Hiram 8. Campbell or to Campbell, Yates 
& Co. Holmes afterward presented a power 
of attorney signed by Campbell and by 
Campbell, Yates & Co., but meantime evi- 
dence had been received which tended to 
show the fire was of incendiary origin. The 
Liverpool and London and Globe, the Girard, 
and the Queen refused to pay the claim. The 
Hartford and the Insurance Company of 
North America compromised and took up 
their policies. The other three are now in 
the possession of Chandler & Co. Minnie 
Williams figured in one of these cases, and 
one of the companies compromising paid her 
$800 in settlement of the claim she held under 
the policy. 

The Liverpool and London and Globe, the 
Queen, and the Girard all deny liability un- 
der their policies for damage caused by the 
fire Sunday night. They will resist pay- 
ment, and, as before, will take the matter to 
the courts if necessary. The two icies in 
the North River and the Norwich Union were 
issued by R. W. Hosmer & Co. a short time 
ago.

N, Jamieson, Superintendent of Public Serv- 
ice for Cook County, who informed the con- 
tractors early in the day that no sharp 
practice of any kind would be tolerated. 
After reading the exposé in THe TRIBUNE, 
Dr. Jamieson began an inspection of the 
, semi-weekly reports made to him for some 
months past by the City Health Department 
on the quality of the milk furnished to the 
County Hospital by the Elburn Dairy com- 
pany. In only one instance did he find these 
reports satisfactory. For week after week 
they showed a marked falling off in the 
quality of the milk from the standard named 
_ im the contract, especially in the two im- 
portant items of fats and solids. It was this 
which induced Dr. Jamieson to take prompt 
action in the matter without waiting for the 
last report. This came in later in the day, 
“and on reading it the Superintendent of 
Public Service was satisfied that he had 
 geted none too hastily in the interests of the 
county and of the hundreds of sick peopie 
under treatment at the hospital. 

It is a queer thing that, while Dr. Jamieson 
admits having had to call the Elburn Dairy 
company to account for the same offense 
twice before since taking office, and the 
Health Department records show an almost 
cohstant violation of the terms of the con- 
tract, no complaint regarding the quality 
of the milk has ever been made by the offi- 
cials or the inmates of the hospital. 

In explanation of the failure of the milk 
to stand the chemical tests it is now alleged 
that an agent of the milk trust has found a 
way in which to doctor the samples of the 
Elburn company’s milk so as to produce a 
bad result and thus reflect upon the integ- 
rity of the company, with the object of try- 
ing to force the County Board to annul the 
contract. : 

Samples of milk taken from the County 
Hospital Saturday were again tested by Dr. 
Gehrmann, and in every instance found to 
be considerably below the standard grade, 
the deficiency being more marked if any- 
thing‘ than in the lot to which notice was 
directed in Tun TriIsuNE Sunday. Eight 
samples in all were received, and none of 
these came anywhere near filling the 
contract requirement of 3 per cent of 

fat and 12% per cent Of solids. 
Few of them contained over 2 5-10 per cent 
of fat and 10 50-100 of solids, while in four 
cases the tests showed barely 2 per cent of 
fat and less than 10 per cent of solids. This 
report was handed to Dr. Jamieson just as 
he was closing his work for the day, and he 
was not prepared to say just what action 
would be taken upon it, but he was inclined 
to think the notice sent to the dairy company 
in the morning would cover all offenses and 
straighten the matter out, 7

ATTORNEY-GENERAL WON’T TALK FLAG 


Refuses Absolutely to Discuss the Sne- 
deker Law St. John’s Affairs. | 

Attorney-General Moloney is averse to dis- 
cussing the Snedeker flag law.

WKENNA IS IN DOUBT. 


DECISION APFEOTING MINISTER 
RANSOM IMPLIOATES HIM. 


Judge of the San Francisco Federal Court 
Appointed Under Conditions Similar to 
Those Which Caused the Department 
of Justice to Declare the Appointment 
of the New Representative of the 
United States to Mexico Unconstitu- 


tional. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 19.—[Special.]— 
Decision of the Acting Attorney-General in 
the case of Minister Ransom ie apt to have 
an important bearing upon the cases of sev. 
eral other persons holding positions under the 
General Government whose appointments 
were made under almost identical conditions. 
Probably the most important case of its kind is 
that of Judge Joseph McKenna, Circuit Judge 
for the Northern District of California. He 
was appointed March 17, 1892, while a Rep- 
resentative in Congress from the San Fran- 
cisco District during the session when legis- 
lation was enacted creating the office to which 
he was appointed, It was necessary for him 
to resign as a member of Congress to accept, 
the judicial position. 

Such an appointment is contrary to the 
terms of the Constitution, according to the 
decision of the Department of Justice in the 
case of Mr. Ransom. No question has ever 
been raised against the legality of Judge Mc- 
Kenna’s appointment, and it is not known 
that it will be done. The action of the De- 
partment of Justice applies only to the case 
of Minister Ransom, but all the essential 
princ.ples of that decision apply with equal 
force to the case of Judge McKenna and all 
the ex-members of Congress who are hoiding 
offices created during their service in Con- 
gress or the compensation of which was in- 
creased during their Congressional career. 
It is not likely that the administration will do 
anything to prevent the continuance in office 
of Judge McKenna, The probabilities are that 
the only way in which the question of the 
validity of his appointment may arise will be 
through the action of some litigant dissatis- 
fied with Judge McKenna’s decision in a case, 
In that way the question could be brought be- 
fore the courts for judicial determination. An 
adverse decision would vacate the office now 
held by Judge McKenna and give the admin- 
istration another appointment.

These complaints represent that 
in many cases contractors and laborers are clam- 
orous for money which in some cases has been 
due them for four months.

New York. An examination of the Northwestern 
Mutual Life, at the invitation of the company, is 
now in progress, and is participated in by the 
Insurance Departments of Wisconsin, Massachu- 
setts, Hlinois, South Dakota, and Nebraska. He 
says in his report the law should require the ex- 
amination of all Wisconsin companies by the de- 
partment at least every three or four years, and if 
such law is enacted the department might as well 
accept the sworn statement of the fixed premium 
company as to the legal reserve during the inter- 
val, just as it does all other sworn statements, and 
thus relieve the company from the yearly ex- 
pense of policy valuation. As the valuation fee is 
an emolument of the Commissioner he thinks there 
can be no serious obsection in relieving the com- 
pany of this tax. 

The commission to revise the insurance lawa, 
composed of Lieut.-Gov. Emil Baensch, the Hon. 
M. C. Phillips and the Commissioner of Insurance, 
organized by the selection of the Commissioner 
as Chairman and Mr. H. E. Dickinson, chief 
clerk of the department, as Secretary. It is the 
purpose of the commission to invite before it the 
different insurance interests as well as the citi- 
zens interested, so that when such revision is com- 
pleted it may prove acceptable and just alike to 
the insurer and assured. 

Whatever reasons may be advanced for the 
taxation of fire insurance companies,’’ the Com- 
missioner says, it will be difficult to argue the 
justice of the taxation, of life insurance compa- 
nies. The number of life and accident policies in 
force in Wisconsin Dec. 31, 1894, was 140,480: the 
amount of insurance represented by these policies 
was $248,531,583, and the amount paid for losses 
and claims in this State during the year was 
$2,232,286. Few men can leave to their depend- 
ents little else than a policy of insurance, and 
every dollar levied upon life insurance companies 
means an additional dollar in the cost to the in- 
sured. During the year 1894 the one fixed premium 
life company and the three fire insurance compa- 
nies of Wisconsin paid in fees and taxes to the 
various States for the privilege of transacting 
business the sum of $220,741.27, while the fees 
and taxes from all companies doing business in 
this State and paid to this department will amount 
to about $162,000. These four companies have 
paid in fees and taxes in the various States since 
1871 the sum of $2,250,000, while the receipts of 
the State from fees and taxes of all insurance 
— during this same period was much 
ess. 

The assessed valuation of property in Wiscon- 
sin is placed at 8680, 000, 000. The insurance carried 
by the people of this State in insurance companies 
of all kinds authorized to transact business in 
Wisconsin amounts to $657,531,583, greater by 
nearly $8,000,000 than the assessed value of the 
property of the State. This great interest the In- 
surance Department is supposed to supervise and 
protect the people from imposition. That there 
have been so few failures of insurance companies 
and so few losses to our people is due not so much 
to the watchfulness of this department as it is 


creditable to the insurance companies and their” 


efficient officers. The office of Commissioner of 
Insurance is a political one, and ability in that 
official is more of an accident than political fore- 
thought. So long as State supervision prevails 
the position of Commissioner of Insurance will re- 
main one of the spoils of politics, but the change 
in the department should end there and should not 
affect the subordinates; competent men for the po- 
sitions in the department are not easily secured 
and less frequently found to roll out of the polit- 
ical dice-box. 

The reasons for national regulation of insurance 
are many—the objections few. We have now for- 
ty-nine different insurance codes, forty-nine dif- 
ferent modes of taxation, and almost forty-nine 
different kinds of supervision: there is no attempt. 
at uniformity © legislation: with a national de- 
partment we should have better insurance laws: 
they could not be so localized and tainted with 
local prejudices. The enormous legal reserves 
now held by fixed premium life companies amount- 
ing to over $1,000,000,000 might then be placed in 
the care of the government, and failure of a fixed 
premium life company and dissipation of its re- 
serve be made an impossibility. It cannot be de- 
nied that the holding and management of these 
enormous sums in the hands of a few corporations 
controlled by a few men is a danger and a menace, 
and some new departure is required which will 
guarantee the purposes for which this reserve was 
created.

d inspected the Rider garbage furnace. 

e is enthusiastic over this furnace, which 
is in operation at Allegheny City, and thinks 
it is just the thing for Chicago. The gar- 
bage question has bothered New York, and 
considerable money has been expended to 
ascertain the best method of handling it. 

Some time ago,” said Commissioner Kerr, 
“the Mayor of New York appointed a com- 
mission to investigate and ascertain how 
other cities disposed of their garbage. A 
commission was appointed, composed of 
Charles G. Wilson, President of the Board of 
Health; W. 8. Andrews, one of the Police 
Commissioners; Franklin Edson, Thomas L. 
Jones, and Daniel Delehanty. 

“This commission spent much time inves- 
tigating crematories and visited Boston, 
Montreal, Chicago, St. Louis, Allegheny 
City, Philadelphia, Yonkers, and practically 
every city that had experimented with burn- 
ing garbage. It then sent a man to Europe, 
and after it had collected all the facts it 
could submitted an exhaustive report. A 
chémist and an engineer accompanied the 
commission. It reported as to the Rider 
furnace that it did its work as satisfactorily 
and cheaply as any of the furnaces exam- 
ined. It is the intention to adopt the furnace 
that can be built on a boat. The idea is to 
have a number of boats with furnaces built 
on them, so that they can be moved up and 
down the East and North Rivers and receive 
the garbage from the docks. 

“The people in Allegheny told me the 
Rider furnace could be built on a boat so 


that it would work just as satisfactorily as 


on land. President Patrick of the Allegheny 
Board of Health accompanied me when 1 
visited the furnace. I walked by the build- 
ing, not suspecting it was a crematory. 
There was absolutely no odor from the burn- 
ing garbage, and so far as I could see no 
smoke. It costs the city from 20 to 25 cents 
a ton to burn its garbage, and a ton of coal 
will last from two to three days. The Rider 
people insist on building the first furnace. 
They want $10,000 for it. After the first one 
has been put in the city can build as many 
as it desires by paying the company $1,000 
for each. 

J think New York has the finest Health 
Department in the world. It occupies as 
much space in the new Criminal Court Build- 
ing as one-half the space in our City Hall.” 

One of the objects which took Mr. Kerr to 
New York at the same time Mayor Swift 
was there was that these officials might to- 
gether inspect the ambulance system in that 
city with a view to its adoption on a modified 
scale in Chicago. It has been a standing 
matter of complaint for years that this city 
is.totally destitute of anything approaching 
a decent ambulance system, and Dr. L. T. 
Potter, who was for a long time identified 
with the local Health Department, has urged 
the introduction of this feature so strongly 
that both Mayor Swift and Commissioner 
Kerr have given it unqualified indorsement, 
especially now they have seen how well the 
plan works in New York. 

It is the intention to organize an ambu- 
lance bureau in the Health Department 
under the direction of some competent man 
like Dr. Potter, who will devote his time 
exclusively to it. To begin with, a dozen 
ambulances of modern make, equipped with 
pneumatic tires, swinging couches, ice caps, 
surgical outfits, and everything necessary 
for giving first aid to the injured and con- 
veying patients to the hospitals in comfort, 
will be provided and quartered at police sta- 
tions in various parts of the city. To each 
ambulance a young surgeon, who must pass 
a satisfactory examination, will be assigned. 
He will have an assistant and a driver, who, 
between them, can do the heavy work. Itis 
the intention to keep the ambulances on call 
in L where they are most likely to be 
needed.
